NEW RABIES 
CASE FOUND 


Quarantine Set March 4 
Being Enforced; Owners 
Of Pets Are Advised 


“Dog’s head positive for rabies. 
Treatment of anyone bitten urgent. 
Dr. W. H. Kellogg.” 


Just when city officials had about 
concluded that the rabies infection 
among pets in the community early 
the Spring had been successfully 
stamped out, the above message 
came Thursday afternoon from 
state laboratories at Berkeley. 


It reported on an examination of 
the head of an unattached mongrel 
killed Monday by city police after 
he had been picked up, evidently 
ill, on Bedford Avenue. 

Although the dog had shown no 
disposition to violence, the appear- 
ance of infection in its mouth led 
Chief of Police Ralph Jones to or- } 
der the head sent to the state lab- 
oraties for analysis. 

“While I am not prepared to un- 
dertake a professional discussion of 
rabies and its symptoms, this case 
evidently is a new type in the com-} 
munity for the dog was not vio- 
lent at all,” the Chief of Police 
Said. 

“The significant feature to me 
about the case is that despite a 
lapse of several weeks during which 
no new infections were reported, we 
d6-still have a rabies infection in 
| the community and there is need 
{for the enforcement of every safe- 
guard to effect its control. 

“The quarantine on dogs and cats 
established by the city council at its j 
meeting on March 4 is being en- | 
forced. That explains how we came 

upon this present case. 

“We wish to remind the owners 
of pet dogs and cats that the quar- 
antine is being enforced, although 
there recently has not been much 
publicity on the matter. The co-op- !

WASHINGTON, (lP) — President 
Roosevelt revealed today that he is 
planning to recommission 35 more 
old World War destroyers and is 
exerting pressure on airplane manu- 
facturers to move their new plants 
away from exposed seaboard areas.

000,000 defense program which he 
submitted to congress yesterday, Mr 
Roosevelt said that any immediate
